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Work Education Program 
Begins Fourth Semester 


Twenty-two students on campus 
are presently enrolled in the Work 
Education program, organized by 
Mr. Harry Steinberger of the Busi- 
ness Department faculty. 

The program is designed to “ex- 
pose the student to on-the-job ex- 
perience” and at the same time en- 
able him to earn college credits for 
his work. Up to two units a Sse- 
mester can be obtained. 

To qualify, one must be a mem- 
Steinberger’s 
Marketing, Salesmanship, or Mer- 
chandising classes. Also, he must 
be employed at a job where he 


meets the public. Mr. Steinberger 
has been very successful in obtain- 
ing jobs for unemployed students. 

The jobs are spread out geo- 
graphically, as Mr. Steinberger 
has students working in Monterey, 
Carmel, Pacific Grove, Watson- 
ville, Salinas, and Santa Cruz. This 
way the student is close to his 
home. 

Mr. Steinberger pays frequent 
visits to employers and supervisors 
to discuss quality of work and 
other problems.

MPC AFFECTED 


State Colleges 
Change Entrance 
Requirements 


Several changes recently made 
in requirements for admission to 
California state colleges affect the 
junior college student, according to 
Mr. Ralph Smith, MPC Dean of 
Students. 


The changes, adopted last month 
by the State Board of Education, 
will be effective for students en- 
tering state colleges for any se- 
mester or quarter after September 
1, 1961. 


The student will be able to trans- 
fer up to 70 units of junior college 
credit to the state college, Smith 
said. Currently, the number of 
units transferable is limited to 64. 


If the student has up to 24 lower 
division—junior college—credits at 
the time of transfer to the state 
college, he will be eligible for ad- 
mission provided his grade point 
average is B or better, the MPC 
dean explained. 

This is the same grade point 
average that would be required if 
the student went directly from high 
school to the four-year state col- 
lege. sae 


If a student has earned between 
24 and 70 junior college units, under 
the new policy, he may transfer to 
the state college with a grade point 
average of C or better. 


Until the new policy goes into 
effect in 1961, it will be possible 
for students to continue to trans- 
fer to state colleges with a mini- 
mum of 24 units of C average work.

Songleader Betty Bowman, a Pacific Grove High School graduate 
commented—“I really don’t think we should annex nor do I think we 
need to annex to Hartnell.” 


ASMPC Vice-president, Donn Clickard said that “Monterey Pen- 
insula College is a service to the community as the whole and the new 
joint agreement between Pacific Grove, Carmel and Monterey is the best 
thing that could happen to the peninsula.” 

Ann Cardinale, a Junipero Memorial graduate said: “I think it’s a 
grand idea and the Monterey community should be behind it 100%.” 

Dan Searle of Pebble Beach showed his approval by saying: “On the 
basis of economy and time spent in transportation on students outside of 
a school district, the new proposal is much more favorable to the com- 
munity than annexation to Hartnell.” 

Pacific Grove resident, Virginia Marshall minced no words when she 
said she didn’t “want to go in with Hartnell.” 

Coed Sue Mosolf looked into the future when she said: “I think it’s 
a swell move made on the part of the tri-city board of trustees to form 
a peninsula junior college district and time will tell of the financial and 
educational benefits gained from the new formation.” 

It’s unanimous. Students at Monterey Peninsula College are happy 
with the program thus far and are looking forward to the formation of 
a peninsula-wide junior college district.

supervisor along with: Mr. Stein- 
berger is valuable in helping the 
student do an exceptional job. 

According to Mr. Steinberger, 
the work of his students is “very 
favorable” in the eyes of their res- 
pective employers. 

Mr. Steinberger heads an advi- 
sory board of fifteen employers 
which meets frequently to discuss 
work of students in their respec- 
tive businesses, and to plan pro- 
grams such as this for students. 
Not all members on this board 
employ students; some of them are 
lending their time because of inter- 
est in this program. 

This is the fourth semester in 
which the Work Education pro- 
gram has been carried on at PMC. 
It got underway in the spring of 
1958. 

Mr. Steinberger says the “ma- 
jority” of schools in California 
have such programs. This includes 
high schools as well as colleges. 
The only work education programs 
larger than our own are found in 
highly-populated areas, such as 
San Francisco, San Jose, and Los 
Angeles. 

Those enrolled in the program 
here meet together one hour a 
week. During this time they dis- 
cuss their experiences and prob- 
lems together. Mr. Steinberger has 


lined up some guest speakers from 
the outside to appear at future 
class meetings.

Many believe that there was an
